The report, therefore, for the season, 
as given by the inspectors last week, 
shows that ninety-three per cent of the 
citrus groves of Covina, Irwindale, and 
Charter Oak have been thoroughly 
fumigated this season, and of these 
two-thirds have already been inspected 
and found to be satisfactory in every 
particular. 


This is the most thorough fumiga- 


tion ever made in these districts. In- 
spectors James Hodges anil S. L. Spen- 
cer of the horticultural commission, 
having charge of these districts, found 
many very dirty groves at the outset 
of the season. These were marked for 
special attention. The inspectors firm- 
ly urged 
fumigation in every case 


where scale appeared. The fruit grow- 
ers responded immediately; the work 
was done in complete fashion. The re- 
sult is to the effect that Covina can 
truthfully say that the groves here are 
cleaner than in any other locality in 
Los Angeles county, without any ex- 
ception.

The ranchers owe a 
vote of thanks to Mr. Strong for the 
careful performance of his duty, and 
will undoubtedly be ready to give him 
their support if the opportunity should 
arise. 


The latest news in connection with 


this same subject, is the appointment 
by the commission of an additional in- 
spector in the Charter Oak district. 
Although the matter is not absolutely 
settled, it is expected that the inspec- 
tor will be E. S. Lang-ford, who has 
been working in this capacity with the 
commission in the Los Angeles city 
districts. Mr. Langford was out in Co- 
vina and Charter 
Oak last Sunday, 


looking over his proposed work, and 
met several of the prominent growers 
and fruit packers. The new inspector 
will have supervision over about 3000 
acres, which relieves the Covina in- 
spector of a territory which was too 
large fdr the best Interests of success- 
ful inspection. 


In connection with the recent pro- 


test before the county commission 
Theodore Payne, president of the new- 
organization of citrus tree owners, 
gardeners and nurserymen spoken of, 
is quoted as having said that the 
county commission was in need of in- 
vestigation, and that the matter would 
be put up to Governor Johnson if nec- 
essary. 
If this statement was made, 


it was done so in ignorance, as the 
governor of the state has no more 
jurisdiction over the commission than 
lie has over the Los Angeles city pol- 
ce. It is further brought to attention 
that the county commission is work- 


If the tree does not have plenty of 


lime to feed upon, it will take up in 
excess something else to its detri- 
ment, and cause an abnormal condi- 
tion in the tree and fruit. The tree 
cannot over-feed if the soil contains 
an equal balance of plant food. The 
most essential element to balance the 
soil has been neglected, and that is 
lime. 


TJ. S. Bulletin 65 says: "Liming is 


a very old agricultural practice, anu 
the importance of lime as a fertilizer 
has long been recognized." Any ele- 
ment that the tree takes is a fertilizer. 


W. W. Gardner, Physiologist U. S. 


Dept. 
Agriculture, „ says: 
"Lime is 


known to be an essential plant food, 
and the average soil is more likely 
to be deficient in this element than 
has formerly been believed. It also 
exerts a very important action in ren- 
dering available the potash, phosphor- 
ic acid and nitrogen, which would 
otherwise be beyond the reach of the 
growing plant." 


Its Effect On Other Fertilizers. 
On Potash.—Dr. Wheeler in II. S. 


Bulletin 77 says: 
"Lime is said to 


take the place of potash in certain 
chemical combinations which exist in 
the soil, thus liberating the potash 
and placing it at the disposal of the 
plants, in this particular gypsum Hand 
plaster or calcium sulphate) is be- 
lieved to act more energetically than 
carbonate of lime, air-slaked or water- 
slaked lime." 


According to a large number of 


analyses there is on an average about 
thirty tons of potash in tlie first three 
feet of soil which could be made 
available by the use of gypsum. 


On 
Nitrogen.—Dr. Wheeler 
again 


says it brings about "the change of 
ammonia and of nitrogen in organic 
matter, such as blood, meat, flsh, tank- 
age, plants, etc.; into nitrates, the 
form in which it 'is chiefly assimilated 
by most cultivated 
plants. This is 


known as the process of nitrification 
and is promoted by the presence of 
lime in the soils." 


On Nitrate of Soda.—It is not as- 


sumed that lime makes this nitrate 
more available, but since there is 
black alkali formed by its use it is 
essential to use gypsum to neutral- 
ize this poisonous substance. On this 
subject Dr. Hilgard in the Cultivator 
of March 1C, says: "There is, of 
course, no question about the forma- 
tion of black alkali from nitrate of 
soda, or of the injurious effect of that 
compound on the tilling qualities of 
the soil. I think I was the first to dis- 
cuss this effect, and to prescribe rem- 
edies for it. Black alkali, or carbonate 
of soda, is promptly transformed by 
gypsum (land plaster) 
in the pres-

NO NEW NAVELS. 


Department Of Agriculture Is Experi- 


menting But New Variety Is Not 


Yet Discovered. 


It is obvious then that if each ap- 


plication of the nitrate of soda were 
accompanied or followed by the ap- 
plication of the corresponding amount 
of gypsum on the land, the formation 
of black alkali would either not oc- 
cur at all, or would be promptly over- 
come. 


This is a precaution that those us- 


ing large amounts of nitrate of soda 
on heavy soils should not omit; in 
fact, it would be just as well to use 
the two conjointly always, with the 
understanding that for the full neu- 
tralizing of the possible black alkali 
promptly, for every 
pounds of 


nitrate of soda used about 160 pounds 
of gypsum are needed." The nitrate 


and potash that would be made avail- 
able by using gypsum, thus doubling 
or trebling their value. 


Its Action On the Soil. 


The life or activity of the soil, per- 


haps, has more to do with the condi- 
tion of the tree than any other one 
thing. A soil that is dead is about as 
worthless as any other dead thing. 
The bacterial action in the soil is this 
life, and gypsum stimulates the bac- 
teria, loosens heavy soil and decom- 
poses, and compacts light soils, and 
promotes nitrification. 


Prof. P. H. Rolfs, in Bulletin 238, on 


"Citrus Fruit Growing in the Gulf 
States," says: "In those (soils) with 
a little lime, and especially 
if in- 


clined to be rough and clayey, the use 
of gypsum is advised." 


Its Effect On the Fruit and Tree. 
The same bulletin by Prof. Rolfs, 


just referred'to, says: "To obtain fruit 
with thin rind, use nitrogen from or- 
ganic sources in moderate quantities 
with considerable potash and lime." 
The form of lime they use is gypsum. 


The Speich Packing 
Company of 


Riverside, which has been using gyp- 
sum for two years, says it makes the 
"fruit a much deeper orange color, 
and heavier than on orchards where 
not used. The tree growth has also 
been extra good." If plenty of soluble 
lime is applied the fruit will take up 
large quantities, and perhaps give us 
earlier colored fruit, and prevent Val- 
encias from turning green, and as 
lime preserves, there is no doubt but 
that the keeping qualities of the or- 
ange in transit will be greatly pro- 
longed. There is no danger in using 
large quantities of gypsum in connec- 
tion with plenty of humus, but there 
is much to -be gained by its liberal 
application. Perhaps the expense in 
keeping up an orchard can be de- 
creased at least one-half by the use 
of plenty of gypsum with humus in

carbonate of lime, which still remains 
soluble in water, thus being in the 
finest condition to be assimilated by 
the tree. It also more effectively neu- 
tralixes any acidity of the soil. The 
fact is that when sufficient amount of 
gypsum is used for the purpose of 
fertilizing, and to make available other 
plant foods and neutralize magnesia, 
all other poisonous acid conditions of 
the soil will no doubt be practically 
corrected. 


The Los Angeles Times Magazine 


of March 19, 1911, on page 364, gives 
an account of a valuable discovery by 
Dr. Oswald Shreiner. of a very poi- 
sonous acid in the soil, and he recom- 
mends the use of lime to correct it.

Here is where you get the life of the 
soil, so essential. If these conditions 
are produced in the soil by the use of 
gypsum, no doubt the leaves will take 
on a deep green and make an healthy 
growth. • 


The Form of Lime to Apply. 


Since our soil contains magnesia in 


excess, and large quantities of potash 
to be released, as well as other plant 
foods in some cases, and gypsum be- 
ing especially adapted for this work, 
makes it the most valuable form to 
use, besides gypsum being soluble in 
water, can be taken up quickly by 
the tree as a fertilizer. Dr. Loew in 
the bulletin referred to above says: 
"From the preceding experiments the 
favorable action of gypsum in counter- 
acting the toxic action of magnesia is 
apparent. From an agricultural stand- 
point it is, besides, the most available 
form for liming 
The more soluble 


forms of lime, as sulphate (gypsum), 
and nitrate are more efficient in over- 
coming the noxious effects of magne- 
sia than less soluble forms, as car- 
bonate (air-slaked)." 


When To Apoly. 


Gypsum can be safely applied at 


any time of the year. If applied dur- 
ing the summer it may not all be dis- 
solved unless the orchard is basined. 
However, there will be sufficient dis- 
solved to do considerable good in 
counteracting magnesia and other poi- 
sons of the soil, making available fer- 
tilizers, stimulating bacteria, etc., etc., 
besides what the tree takes up to 
mature the fruit, etc. If not all dis- 
solved during the summer it will not 
evaporate or be lost till the rains 
come. Put plenty of it under the tree 
to sweeten the. soil anu counteract 
the poisons. 
Beware of "Salted" 


Gypsum Mines. 


Since it is an established fact that 


gypsum (sulphate of lime) is an es- 
sential element in our soils for suc- 
cessful citrus culture, there are stock 
promotion companies being organized, 
and offering flattering things to the 
people. They promise high grade ?yp- 
suin, or something better (?) which 
they call "gypsoil," "gypsite" etc., but 
it would be well to investigate thor- 
oughly before biting.

Building a home is one of the oldes 


of occupations, one of the first desires

To create a place wherein to live, so 
that no matter how much one ma; 
travel, it is always from a focal poin 
cabled "home'\\ is the ambition of 
every normal human, but to build a 
home in Southern California, where 
Nature 
has created 
a 
marvelouslj 


beautiful setting, is the quintessence 
of the labors of love. 


Such-thoughts come to the visitor 


as the efforts of the home-builders in 
the San Gabriel valley become more 
apparent each day, and the artistic 
person is delighted on every hand, at 
every turn of the road, by the harmony 
that man may make within this semi- 
tropical land. The Prank Chapman 
residence on Cienega avenue, about 
two miles from the center of Covina, 
is one of these pleasing harmonies in 
home-building; such a one as appeals 
not only to the intelligently critical, 
but to the veriest tyro in artistic 
effects—it pleases at once, and the 
pleasure is further clinched and made 
lasting by a closer scrutiny. 
Many 


homes, even in this valley of cultivated 
architecture, 
are 
built 
attractively, 


but repel, upon a more intimate ex- 
amination. 
Frank Chapman, son of 


the late Col. P. M. Chapman, who was 
a member of Governor Gillett's staff 
and owner of Palmetto ranch in Co- 
vina, has created pleasingly, and he is 
himself satisfied, which nifeans much, 
'if the reader has engaged in home- 
"building. 


Set back from the road, in the cen- 


ter 
of oranges, the white roof of 


asbestos gleams like a reflection of 
the slopes of "Old Baldy", and gives 
an original relief to the greenery of 
the groves. Mr. Chapman's home i 
built in two stories, but it seems t( 
be unlike anything that has ever beei 
built ill this valley. 
The architecture 


is not startling, nor should it be to b 
pleasing, 
but 
it 
is 
unquestionablj 


distinctive. It is as individual as a 
human being, and this is something 
that may be said of Southern Califor 
nia architecture—it does not follow 
slavishly any given type, but blend 
and borrows from all, just so long as 
the blending may be practicable and 
beautiful. The house presents a broad 
front to the road, looking out on the 
emerald hills of the Puente range, in 
comparably beautiful at this time of 
year, with thousands of acres of 
orange groves intervening between the 
homesite and the plains that lead to 
these heights. A great oak door, with 
mediaeval clasps and straps of brass, 
commands 
dignified notice, a door 


made of a single piece of the finest 
grained wood, a thing to contemplate 
]ong for its own plain lines of beauty. 
It lets in upon a big reception room, 
upon a floor of exquisitely polished 
oak, with the light coming in softly 
through leaded windows. Mr. Chap- 
man has introduced a canvas-covered 
wall in this room, mottled with green 
and brown, impossible to describe in 
its quiet beauty, stencilled at the top, 
and graded perfectly into the ensemble 
of his colorings throughout the room. 
Lightings from art shades in Tiffany 
glass, shed the light downward in the 
same soft manner, retaining the glow 
in the interior of the shades, so that 
the lamps themselves attract admira- 
tion for their part of the scheme. The 
stair-case winds up from this room, 
the walls covered with a canvas of 
splendid workmanship, bearing a wash 
of gold-leaf, wiped on to the back- 
ground in such a manner that the 
effect is that of a dull burning glow 


'in the half-light of the ascent. The 
reception room also contains a great 
fire-place, roomy and ample and invit- 
ing, 
and opening from this room is

beamed 


ceilings 
overhead. This 
room 
is 


lighted partly through art-glass, glow- 
ing cozily, and Dutch lanterns hang 
from the ceilings. The walls are laid 
over in aligator Lincrusta. • worked 
into a pattern that is wholly in keep- 
ing with the interior. The den looks 
out on the east, as does also a portion 
of the reception room, on a small 
Japanese garden, a garden in minia- 
ture, which finds a place in the jut- 
ting walls of the house at this point. 


Back of the reception room is the 


dining room, which is reached by one 
step upward. This room is furnished 
in cherry, and is the work of the Cal- 
ifornia Furniture company, 
artistic 


interior decorators. 
There is an air 


of solidity here, and one is attracted 
at once to those wonderful wall decora- 
tions in Japanese grass, skilfully inter- 
woven and painted, so that there is 
nothing in decorations quite so exclu- 
ive. In the rear of this room is the con- 
servatory, a small compartment built 
dome-like overhead, and entirely in 


ream-color, with high, bright win- 


dows, shaded by curtains of Dutch 
inen. On the east in the back of the 
louse, there is the maid's room, fin- 
shed in chrome yellow, a room of 
unshine, and the kitchen is one of 
he most modern, having the wood- 
tone drain-board for the sink, the 
cabinets in white enamel, a laundry 
chute from the top of the house, and 
a handy dumb-waiter for wood and 
coal, coming from the basement. 


Nowhere in all the interior finish- 


ings in this locality, is there anything 
more exquisite than the wall-paper 
and furnishings in the guest chamber 
on the second floor. The room is 
flooded with light from deep English 
windows that contain wide seats. The 
delicate, cream-tint of the walls re- 
flects the light soothingly. In a in- 
conspicuous place the visitor may dis- 
cover a diminutive telephone, harmon- 
izing with the color of its surround- 
ings, which connects with all parts of 
the house, or with the outside world. 
These telphones are to be found in 
every room, and are worked out on an

plan first suggested by 


Prank Wright of the Covina Tele- 
phone Company. Across the corridor 
is the crysanthemum room, so call- 
ed because of the gorgeous wall paper 
that, while bringing out the beauty 
and fullness of this flaunting flower, 
is also toned so well that there is only 
a suggestiveness of a riotous garden 
of b'ossoms. This room also has wide 
bay-windows, looking out upon the 
west. In the rear is the big bath 
•oom, with showers, and the 
most 


modern

conveniences. 
Looking 


out on the south, at the front of the 
louse, is a portico with a flower-bed 
arranged in front, and the view unin- 
.errupted to the Puente hills. One 
eature of Mr. Chapman's planning is

At the present writing his 


home has not yet been surrounded by 
he art of the landscape gardener, but 
Mr. Chapman is now figuring on plans 
hat will embrace many new ideas in 
he laying out of the plot in which 
lis home sets.

anges than is being supplied at the 
present time. The Argus has made 
several essays into this field of dis- 
cussion, and intends to make further 
investigation. Not one person in ten 
thousand in the eastern markets is a 
user of the California orange, simply 
because he has not been educated 
to do so by a good system of adver- 
tising. But the Press says: 


The Pacific Coast Packer 
in the 


article which we quoted in the Press 
Wednesday

takes 
altogether 


too pessimistic a view of the future of 
the orange industry in California. The 
bugaboo of over-production is an old 
one. 
It was raised years ago when 


we were shipping only a few thousand 
cars of oranges. Some of the croak- 
ers were wondering what was to be- 
come of the oranges when all the 
groves then, planted came into bear- 
ing and were predicting that we 
should have to throw them away. 
That has not happened. 
We 
npw 


market 30,000 or 40,000 cars of citrus 
fruits and the country absorbs them 
just as easily as it did 5000 cars. The 
reason for this is the better methods 
of 
distribution 
and 
some 
effective 


work in advertising has 
created 
a 


wider market for oranges and lemons 
than was once thought existed. Sup- 
pose we produced 50,000 cars; that is 
only about 30 oranges apiece annually 
for every person in the country. Say 
that nearly half of them did not cat 


oranges at all, your supply is still 
adequate only for about 5i> oranges a 
year for those who did eat them, or 
one orange a week. 


Do a little 
figuring 
along 
those 


lines and you will see that there 
ought to be a market in this country 
for 50,000 or 00,000 cars of oranges. 


The question of profits in the or- 


ange industry is one on which all 
sorts of figures jean be made; but this 
is true now, it lias been iruo in the 
past and will continue to bo true—a 
grove well located and well cared for 
is a fine piece of income property and 
as safe an investment 
as 
can 
be 


found. There are reported which are 
poorly located and inefficiently man- 
aged that do not pay well, but that 
condition is true of any industry. The 
man who owns a good grove, in a 
recognized 
orange 
locality 
and 
is 


keeping it up as he should is making 
money. 
And no better proof of that 


fact can be found than the increased 
investment 
in 
orange 
property by 


men who have been in the business 
the longest. The success of such men 
as R. A. Chase, L. V. W. Brown and 
<•• C. Chapman simply shows what 
can be done. They have had no bet- 
ter ch.moe than hundreds

men;

pictures show great bulk, mass and 
weight, in contrast to the more light 
and mystic style of the Italian school. 
The greatest peculiarity of his paint- 
ings is his effusive, if unnatural, way 
of introducing clashes of light on the 
'faces or principal points of his sub 
jects, in contrast to deep shade. His 
coloring is wonderful, although there 
are no half shades. A legend says he 
mixed his colors with gold, but Van 
Dyke, who is a great admirer of Rem- 
brandts' works, says that he mixed 
them with brains. lie was also an in- 
tense lover of his country, w h i c h he 
never left, and in even his sacred pic- 
tures his figures are all Dutch, llcir.- 
brandt left six hundred paintings and
